Elli­ 
son had been instantly killed and 
Mrs. Ellison died on her way

the Orange County hospital. They 
had come to S anta Ana y esterday 
morning and had registered at the 
Rossmore hotel. They were on their 
way to dinner at the time of the 
q uake and had just gone inside th* 
cafeteria. When they felt the shock, 
both darted for the door. The in­ 
terior of the cafe was not damaged. 
At ex actly the same time, Adam­ 
son was killed.
